Hoopss, in 1882, formed the News Pub¬ 
lishing company, of W ilmi ngton, Del., 
and together they have made The Morn¬ 
ing News a journal of note. 

Watson Robertson Sperry was born 
at Saqnoit, Oneida county, N. Y., and 
in early life suffered much from nerv¬ 
ousness and general ill health. For 
this reason he abandoned the idea of a 
college course and went to newspaper 
work. Later, however, he resumed his 
studies and was graduated from Yale 
in 1871, w inning high honors. He at 
once took a position on the New York 
Eveuiug Post and was its managing 
editor from 1870 to 1881, after which he 
located in Wilwingtou. His partner 
there, Mr. Hoopes, is a native of Mi¬ 
nerva, O., aud did his early journalistic 
work in Chicago. 

A Notable Invention. 

A problem which has been puzzling 
mechanical engineers all over the world 
ever since steam as a inotiv& power 
came into general use has at last beeu 
solved, it appears. British papers state 
that an engineer living in Glasgow has 
lately completed, after nineteen years' 
experimenting, a device for steam en¬ 
gines by which all steam is returned 
back to the boiler after doing its work 
in the cylinders. In several cases, it is 
said, he has installed his engine and it is 
at work with extraordinary results. lu 
one case, in a textile factory, the engine 
with his device is doiug as much work 
with oue ton of vital as it formerly did 
with ten tous. The problem of how to 
make use of the vast amoant of steam 
everywhere blown off into the air after 
doing certaiu work has loug occupied 
engiueers, aud its thorough solution 
would lie worth many millions of dol¬ 
lars in many ways.

Young 
Burke was sent 
west by one of 

the children’s aid 1 // 

locieties, aud liv- 
emI on a farm in 
Indiana until he 
wks twelve years A. it. bukke. 
of age. Then, in 186*3, he enlisted as a 
drummer boy in the Seventy-fifth In¬ 
diana volunteers. He served in the 
Fourteenth army corps under “Pap” 
Thomas. 

After the war Master Burke, ambi¬ 
tions to obtain an education, matriculat¬ 
ed at Asbury university, Ureencastle, 
Ind. Ha supported himself by Rawing 
wood and doing other manual labor. 
His health broke down under the strain, 
and he was obliged to leave without 
graduating. Mr. Burke was far a short 
time thereafter connected with news¬ 
paper work in Greeucastle. In 1880 
he went to Cass county, N. D., 
where he has since resided. A few 
years later be was elected treasurer of 
the county, a position which he held 
until he was nominated and elected gev 
ernor of North Dakota.

The history of the feder.t) govern¬ 
ment is oue of growing strength aud iu- 
fiueuce. The difference between the 
iuteutiou of the founders of the system 
aud of the existing fact is nearly as 
great as that between the oiunhuin of 
Jeffersou and moderate Federalists. 
From the first organization of the gov¬ 
ernment to the preeeut time there has 
beeu almoet a steady advance toward 
centralization. This advance has lieeu 
both aided and retarded by the supreme 
court; but in the legislative brauch of 
the government and in the popular uiiud 
the i*roportiomi of iho federal govern¬ 
ment have constantly grown larger. It 
has not been the tendency of the people 
ot the republic to strengthen the local 
government at the expense of the general 
government. Ou the contrary, the gen¬ 
eral government has grown at the cost
